Council JUuffk, lotvn. Railroad Trans- 
fer OronndM, — This, as well as Omaha, is a 
transfer point for all passengers, and the starting 
point of ail ti-ains on the L'nion PaciHc raili-oad. 
A recent decision of U. S. Supreme Court, fixes 
th(t termiims of the Pacific Railroiul on the east 
side nf the Missouri River. The company has 
complied with the decision, and the necissity fur 
bridge transfer is now entirely removed. At 
Council BlufFs is also the western termiims of 



the Iowa Railroads. A Union Depot for all rail- 
rorkds has been erected and all passengers, bag- 
gage, mails, freigl it, etc., and tiains for the West, 
start from this point, as well as Omsha. Pas- 
nengers, however, usually prefer to go to Omaha 
fur a visit. The city of Council Bluffs is located 
about three miles east from the Missouri river, 
and contains a )>opulation of 15.000. Its record 
dates from as early as 1804. when thecelebra- 
t4-d ezplurers, Lewis and Clark, held a rouncil 
with the Indians, which fact. logKher with the 
physical peculiarity of the high bluffs overlook- 
ing the town, has given it its name — Council 
Bluffs. 

Tlia city is one of great enterprise, with a 
large number of public buildings, stores. State 
institutions, and dwellings, and is the nucleus of 
a large trade from surrounding Iowa towns, and 
is supported by a rich agricultural community. 
It is intimately connected with Omahii — will) 
frequent trains over Jhe bridge, by a railroad 
ferry, attaclied to tlie dummy train, an inveniion 
of P, P. Shelby. It will doiibtiess come more 
largely hereafter into prominence as a railroad 
town, thougrh the commercial inii>ortiince of 
Omaha, and its trade with the far West, will 
doubtless be for a long time to come, far sui«rior. 
The general offices of the l'nion Pacific Railroad 
Company will remain at Omaha. 

At Council Bluffs the Union Pacific Railroad 
Company have reserved ample grounds, over 
l.fXKI acres, to accommod-ite its own traffic and 
that of connecting railroads, and extensive prej^ 
ar.itions will be made to acconnnodate the vast 
traffic of freights, [lasseiigers, baggage and stock, 
which daily arrives and dejiaita. 

Here are also located the stock-grounds of tiio 
company, whicli in time will render the locality 
a large stock-market. The past year over 4.000 
cars of stock were transferied over the bridge, 
and there is ample i-oom for extension.

•and hu Iwwn Mntti'red eror two roadways on 
the ioe- Thoy look evmthinff they i^oubt from 
the borninf^ station and hoiiMs, and boat a r«- 
tnat aerwM the river. At the flist Bi^ of their 
teavlRK, tlie (lagw^rivar and Isanutsrs pat their 
animnu to their utmost KpMd, and ran into tho 
fort, the ntptaiii arriving there in tinut to ffire 
tlis Indians a few partin;* shota from Ut* artillery 
as the liut of thorn mn acroea the river. The 
tihot)) rieoeheled along thn ice, and caiuied the 
Indiaa'i to drop miiui oI thmr plunder, thouj^h 
doing no further dainnge, an we oonid Vam. 

These an only two of the many Incidentu in 
oar frontier historj', that will fioon be beyond 
the nuh and knowlodge of either the preamit or

JttMiffh Tim^M, — '\Vhen it wasknown that Uua 
was to be tlitt winter terminus of tiie road, there 
wnsagrand hi?^raof roiiprhs, i^mblFn and proa- 
titut<-K fnini Jult-dbureand <itl»T]il««'>i down tho 
rood lo thin point, ana in the fall of tliut year aiid 
winter of '68, Che}-enn« contained 6,000 inliab- 
itanta. H^itations spmn^ u» like mushrooDis. 
They were of every coneBiTablo character, a:id 
some were simply Iwlea In the ground, otherwise 
termed "dufC-oiits." Town-lota weroaold at fabu- 
louapriees. Kveiy nation on tho globe, nearly, was 
represented liere. The principal pastiiwH were 
punblinff, drinkinj^ Tillainotis r(>t.f^l whisky, 
aiMl shooting, bboatinir scrapMi wero an every- 
day oeeiirTeneo. Stealing anything from any- 
body was the natural habitof tlie thieving* rou|^ 
Knock downs and roblvpries wcro djuir and 
nightly amuscmonta. Unt these things nad to 
comn to an md, and tlu-lr perpetraloi*, some 
of th<rm, to a to^'k end. The more reispoetable 
portion of the eitucens became weary of the dep. 
redstions on j-roperty and life. Vizilancc con^ 
mitteea were orf^nzed, and "Jiiuge Lynch" 
hcJd eourt, from which tfaerowcn neither appeals 
nor stay of executions^ Juries never disagreed, 
nor were there vexatious delays and motiona for 
a new triaL WiCnoues wero unnceesnary and di>- 
mnrreraof nn account Xor would *'lh« insanity 
dnd^pa " avuil. The victims were kitoan anil 
"•potti'd" ln*ror*hand, the Jud^ients ».■{ the 
ooiirts were unerring and generally n^htroas. No 
gallows were ereetad, beemtM ti-liyraj'h pol<« and 
uie railroad bridge across Crow Cm-k were <y>»- 
venientof access. When Clwyenne was only nx 
months old, sn frK]nmt w^re the murders and 
robb•ril^>, and the dty authorities so powerless, 
that a Tit^Utiee committee was organiied. Tlia 
flrot knou'Iedge of its existancs hap])ened thus : 
Three men wn* arrested on tha 10th dav of 
.Tanuary, IWW, chargwl with having stolen »1KW. 
They wci* put under Wmds to npivenr Ix'forf 
the court on the Hlh of the fame monUi. On 
the mominc r.f thn day after thejrwn« «m>*tMl. 
they wera found on tZiidy street, tied toj^bnr,

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about 10 miles south of the station, on the old 
overland stage road, but buttes rise up from the 
level plains in this vicinity in every direction. 
They are, however, fast washing away. Tho 
annual increase in rain-fall on this desert, since 
the completion of tha railroad and the stretch- 
ing of five telegraph wires, is remai-kabte, and 
is especially noticed by the old settlers. These 
rains, with the frosts of winter, are having a 
noticeable effect on the butter. Isolated peaks 
have disappeared entirely— and prominent pro- 
jections have bean materially lessened. There 
are still a large number, however, chiseled by 
the action oi frosts and rains into fantastic 
shapss which will excite tha attention and rivet 
the gaze of the traveler, as he passes by ; but, if 
their annual diminution continues, in legs than 
half a century, th^y will have lost their interest. 
Xear this station is the last crossing of Black's 
Fork, which now bears away to the left, while 
the road ascends anothsr of its branches, called 
the Big Muddy. What has been said in refer- 
ence to a<rates, etc., of the other stations, will 
apply to Church Buttss with equal force, 

Citrioua Scientific Explofatiotm. — 
Church Buttes is a curious formation, located on 
the line of the old overland stai^ route, about 
one hundred and fifty miles east from Salt Lake, 
and at this point having an elevation of 6,731 
feRt. The formation is part of the Mauvainea 
Term, or Bad Lands, and consbts of a vast de- 
posit of sedim'iutary sandstones, and marly cla^, 
in perfectly horizontal strata, and contain withm 
their beds, som? veiy remarkable paleontological 
remains. The peculiar effects of stormy weather 
and flood, in the past, has carved the bluff-lines 
into the most curious and fantastic forms — lofty 
domss and pinnacles, and fluted columns, these 
rocks resembling some cathedral of the olden 
tim'), standing in the midst of desolation. 

Professor Hayden, in speaking of them says, 
" Distance lends a most delicious enchantment to 
the scene, and the imagination can build many 
castles from out of this mass of most singular 
formation. A nearer approach dispels some of 
tbo illusions, but the mind is no less impressed 
with the infinite variety of detail and the scat- 
tered remains of the extinct life of some far dis- 
tant *g9." 

In wis section are found " moss agates," in the 
greatest abundance, being scattered all over the 
surface of the country. Standing upon one of 
the summits of the highest point of the " Bad 
Lands," Hayden says, "as far as the eye can 
reach, upon eve^ side, is a vast extent of most 
infinite detail ft looks like some ruined city of 
the gods, blasted, bare, desolate, but gravfi, beyond 
a mortal's tellinK-" In 1870. a Keoloffical expedi- 
tion, headed by Prof. O. C. Marsh, of Yale College, 
and known as the " Yale College Expedition of 
1870 " — visited the « Bad Lands " and made a 
geological examination. They were accompanied 



by Buffalo Bill, a military troupe, and ten Pawnee 
Indians, as guides. On the way]. Professor Marah 
endeavored to explain the mighty changes of 
geology and the grand discoveries they would 
make — and as Bimalo Bill intimated, some of 
them were " pretty tough yamr." The deeolatiou 
of the country can only be imagined, not de- 
scribed — hour after hour the party marched over 
burning sand-hills, without rocks or trees, or 
signs of water, white the themiompter stood at 
IIU" in the shade of the wagons. After fourteen 
hours in the saddle, one of the soldiers, exhaust- 
ed with heat and thirst, finally exclaimed; 
" What i/id Oml Almi'ihly make ouch at Ihujort" 
" Whg," replied another more devout trooper, 
" Gifl Almightg made the country good enough, 
but it's thin deuced gtoiogy Ike prtijenor laikt about, 
that spoiled it all." 

For fresh water the party had to thank the 
favor of a thunder-shower, during which tbe^ 
drank from the rims of each other's hatit. Their 
researches resulted in the discovery of the re- 
mains of various species of the camel, horse, 
mammals, and others new to science. A branch 
of this expedition exploring the canons and 
plains of Xorthem Colorado, discovered a large 
deposit which contained great quantities of 
fossil turtles, and rhinoceros, birds, and the re- 
mains of the oreotlon, — a remarkable animal 
combining the characteristics of the modem 
sheep, pig and deer. The remains of another mon- 
ster, the Titanoiherium, were found of such vast 
proportions, that a lower jaw measured over four 
feet in length. At Antelope Station, in one of 
these areodon beds, remains were found of 
several species of horse ; — one a three.toed ani- 
mal, and another which, although full nown, had 
attained the height of but two feet. In an ex- 

{iloration near Green River — the expedition 
ound petrified fishes in abundance, and a small 
bed, containing fossil insects, a rare duenv- 
erii. Here were beetles and dragons, flies and 
grasshoppers; a gigantic fossil mosquito, and 
an extinct flea of greiit dimensions were also 
discovered. At Fort Wallace, Kb., the party 
found a trophy iu the form of a skeleton of a 
sea serpent nearly complete, which^ alone re- 
quired four days to dig out and bring to the 
camp. This monster when alive could not hare 
been less than 00 feet. It had a slender ed- 
Uke body and tail, with mouth like a bo»«oii- 
stricter. 

Among the curious incidents which happened, 
was the discovery of a genuine Sioux Indiui bur- 
ial ground. The dead were reposing on platfonna 
of Imughs elevated aliovo the ground, and mip- 
ported at the four corners by poles about eignt 
feet in height. On one of these tombs laj two 
bodies. — a woman, decked in beads and bracelets, 
and a scalptess brave, with war paint still on the 
cheeks, and holding in his crumbling hand, 
a rusty shot-gim, and a pack of cards- Several 
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Incidents occurre<l fiTiin the abundance of rnttlo 
Biiakes. Several aiiimaU wei-e bitMii by tliMti.

Smith 's Fork, a branch of Black's, la almiit fiire 
milea ftoulh of Fort Bridger. and Henry'a Fork, 
of Green Itiver, is some 'i& miles atiU farther 
iKiui.li. and is notw) for its rich grazing. It ia 
imi!>ily oct^upied by stockmen as a winter nuigtt, 
and lar)^ iiunilierH of cattle are annually win- 
tered without hay in ite valley. Smith s and 
llennf's Forks are filled with trout, and affoni 
fine lishing. while (here is an abundance of game, 
Hiicli as efk, d>-rr, anU'lope and bear to atlmct 
the litintHi' and s[icirlxiii]iii. K [Jenty of sagti 
hens give line shooiing in tlie stimnier months. 
Carter is a lelegrai^ih station, and has a store 
from which ranehemcn, hunters, and others oI> 
tain Kupplies. It was foniierly an eating-«tation 
on the ruati and was renowned for llit- rpl<-n<lid 
trout which were si-rved up by Colonel Carter, 
who was its proprietor. A govenament road to 
Fort Ellii Montana, and Ihc Yellowstone Park, 
haa beeo sarvered from this station by way of 
Bear Riwr Valley and the Soda Sprinp 'in Idaho. 
It ia aome 80 milea nearer tlian by Ogden or 
Corinne, over a fine route, and will probably 
be opened in a year or two.

Uie fiilc llinMi^h this 
fanwus canon waw enjo^wiL Itocks beside which 
allMateni secnen werepifroiiea,nMe np in astounil- 
ing abi-u|>tneHs and inaaidveneas— onloMid old Tt- 
laiia of tnajwtic dinetiiiou, aad mibliiiMly enar^ 
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io^ tummiU, an^ |ter|)endicuiar sides, — sui-«ee<led 
»arh oth^r for riiIm, nnd the little company of 
fnoctat^rs, iKwrnivl but «n iiiiicniHcnnt portion M 
tile haniliwork of tli^ Almighty, 'l'hl^ trnin of 
ears, wfhkh, on the plain, s*einad »o full of life, 
and ^^tid ill power, here was dwarfed into 
l>aby carriJi^ ; aud the «hriek of the whii^tlp, su 
it«ohoi>d and rv.«otindi>il nlonc th>^ cliffs and fnitn 
ttifik to Kwk, or WHS hnminna in bv thii eonfiiii« 
of eh« amfihiiheatre, Appeared Iilto entering 
the [KirCiils to the palace of some Territte 
Bfing. Into tho ^hort distince of sixtv itiilns 
i» crowdi'd a (innstfl-nt snc(!r«ion of tl>o»fi 
Kcnnm nnd A)>ji>ctii of natural eurJoaity, which 
form, the roojtt iittcreiitiiit; pnrt of the road, 
knd have made it world-w^de in fame. It 
swnui liatNt, after ii«»rly a weefc of expet^tAlimi 
snil Itci^n ansiiity (or n glimpse of moh 
sc;«no« of grundtiir, nnd after more than two 
day* of steady ridinf* over tiie smooth surface of 
the rolling upland plain, to find aU the moat 
maffniftceiit ohji^'^ts of intereat crowded into *ii 
short a spacr, and pii^od in Icea than tlinv* 
hfliinc. 

Ti-ikvel^trs must rememher, however, that the 
Bceiies witneawd from the railroad are but a very 
little portion of the whole. To catlier true rw- 
freshing t;liQap»«« of western BO>>iiery, the tourist 
iii(i«C gi>t away from thi! railroad, into th« little 
valley*, ascend the btufTii and moiincalns, and 
views yet mora glorious will greet the eye. Echo 
Canoik is the rao«t irnpreasive soane that i» beheld 
for over 1,500 mil>?s, on th« overland railroad. 
Tho eon«lnnt sncnei««ion of rocks — etieh growing 
more and uorit hug<:^ and more and morn perpen- 
dicular and ooloasal iw form— ntalce the attrac- 
tions of the valley grow upon the eye instead of 
deerease. 

Tho ohsArv^'-r enters the canoTL about on a Invcl 
wltli the lop of till! foelc», and even can overlook 
thetn, then gradually descends until at the very 
hotlorii of the rall>>y Uie track is so close to the 
fool of tho rocks, the obsfn'^r has to elevate hia 
h«td with an iipwaril look of nearly SO", to scain 
their summits. Let us now prepare to duscimd, 
and brace ourselves eagerly for the eshiLaratioii 
of the ride, the scenery of which will live with 
you in memory for y«Ar«. 

Enturing Er/to Canan. — Lrmving Wah- 
»Mch we iKus rapidly downi grade^ into the 
canon, and vre will point out, in detail, all 
objpfls of int.tr.-st as th^y are paiwed, so that 
trftvelsrs mny ri'cognixe thnm. From ^Vahsatoh, 
wpeeislly, you want to look witJi all the ey^-N you 
have, and look quick, too, as one object passes 
quickly ontof sif;;ht and another comes into view. 
About a mile from Wfihsntch, you will notioe 
what is colled the "Z" canon where tlio road 
formerly «in;agged down a small canon, on 
Uto left, and piuiB«d through the valley of the 
creek to near Castle Kook Station, where it united 
with the present line. Two miUs farther on, 



over heavy gradefi and short curvua, you mtet 
timn^O No. if, which is 1,100 feet long. P»M- 
ittg through thii hmmrl, th* high r»(dtsh rocka. 
moulded into every conoeivahlr shnpA, Uid 
frequent side canons cut lhr>)iit;h the walls oo 
cither side of the road. Von rea-'h at last 

<.'**«//« Uork fitiitioiif—AUHii •^iglit an^ onfr 
half milee from Wahsntch, W7fl.4 milos from 
Omiiha wiUi nn elevation of 6,ill.t(t inH. It is m 
called from the rock a tittle ea!>t of Iho utation 
which bears the same name. Notice the arched 
doorway on one <\orner of the old castle jast 
aftor it is pawifd, with r"'d colored side pieces, 
and cnppM with gi'sy. In close proximitv Are 
some needle rocks— »harrvpoiiit*d— one small one 
especially prominent. Mill nearer tbe station is 
a shelving rock on s projecting peak. Opposite 
the wat/'.r tank itrc rocks worn in cnrinns shape. 
Further on, nlKiut half a mili>. is a cftvc -with 
toclcs and .scnttenng cedars above iL Next 
comes what is termed *■ Swallows" Kest." be- 
cniisp of the numerous boles iie*r the top, 
lohisi^ed out by the notion of both water AM 
wind, and in nummer slieltering a large number 
of awallowH.

Then comes a honey-combed jvak with m 
shelving gray rock nndcr it, after which we p«as 
through, Mhal the rnilrosdboj-s call "grav*l''ot

brealcing out in tlie liotloin by the track. Then 
Phillip's Canon jute in from tbe right witii 
yards for cattle nl it« month. Sec the cutioua 
^onnations along tlie lide of this canon as vott 
pusx it. About four niilein fi-om the la.<<t station, 
nri- other cusilo rocks similar in fti>iM-aranc« to 
those already passed, and rocks with capti w)d 
slender little spires likn needles. Then comoe & 
singular perprndicnlar column jutting out in froot 
of the ledgJ*-, with outstretched wing* aa U it 
would lift itm'U up and fly. but for its wvigliL 

This U called the " Winged Hock." If tbere 
was a r.rojeclioii in front to resemble n 
nack and hesnJ, tlw^ roc-k would app««r Terr 
much tike an tutgle or some other large biro, 
with pinionif extended just ready to flv. A littJo 
bulow this, are the '• Kettle Bocks'* huge gray^ 
looking boulders, nearly to the top of the ledg« 
looking like immeiisn caldron kettles. Beliiud 
them ore some uliarp-pointed nroJMtions Kke 
iipirea, Tltesw rt^tkB are capped with rt-d. hot 
gray underneath. Then comes " Hood Roctt" 
a single angular rock n)>ont half way to tbe lop 
of tho |(h1|;i-. worn out in the center, and resets- 
bling tlve tbrofl-coiiiered hoods on modem ulsttr 
overcoats. Al»out a mile before reaching tiM 
next station, the rocks are yellow in ap)>vara»c« 
and rounding a point you will notice sandstone 
la)-i;n with a dip of more than 45 degre<ea, ahov- 
ing a mighty tipheav&l at some pariod in tlie re- 
mote past

Their army — Ute 
Kauvoo l^iou, ttdiripHi, uikIct th<^ oonim'niid of 
Gen. Danitd II. \\v\U. Iiod ita camp near IhvflQ 
rooks, in a liltlu wid'niivg of the vsllrv below, 
iiwt U-ytHid whi'ni ymi pnai n "pocket" of 
boutdcrK, or dcla«hfd jxirtt of the ledges above, 
which hare Mmetimt^, iii Ihc dim pa»t, rolled 
intA the ToUe^-.

This 
river tAkeii Its wnnw. fixnu nn old nmunbiineer 
and trap[i«r, who nat wdl known In theat- pnrts 
dniing the early davs of the Mormon seltlf inetit. 
Tlio town It iiami.-d for Mr. Ogden. another old 
rnu VI Ilia inner who lived iind diwl nearorin the city. 
Ogdeu is destined Ut Wi'uine u miinnfiiotiinng 
town of no small importance. Vast qiinntiti<-« 
of iron ore can be obtained »ithin five m\\fi{ of 
lliii city, and irxm worka on a large scale have 
beoii cutnnienced, but uwln^ to want of nropor 
forfciighl, the DOinpany ran short of mifunx befort' 
tJicir works were completed. An effort \% now 
beinK niwln to rmmiitate them, and with aildl- 
lional cajiiljil cnrry them oil to completion. The 
freij;ht on all iron broujrlit intn tin- Territory is 
M largu in amount, that an iraii manufacl'iry 
li>-rr, with coal and iron ore bearing MU per cent.

Ok»1«i River rises in the Wahutch Raiin 
of Mountains, Minte ll) miK's east of the cily. 11 
has three forks — north, middle and noutlt— all of 
which uniti- jiut nlH)v« the canon aiid fairly cot 
ihrir nay through one of the wililest and moat 
r>i«iaiitic Korge.i on the Continent.

A fine cieek. al>out ■iO feet wide, and tbrrc t* 
fire feet deep, lias cut thraugti the mountain and 
iliS ridgci. As it come.i out of the ninuntAin cm 
the wext side, it (ipeiiM into a bmatt. gratwv valley, 
thickly Mettled with farmers, and joina the 
AVeber Itiver about five miles distant. The 
scenes, as the trs-velrr ^assi:s ihiuugh the namrw-s 
of the canon, are wild in theHxtn-ni*!. Tlif rucks 
rise f ixim 300 to 2,001* feet almost perjiendiciilarly. 
and the width averagen less than )lK>feet for a 
long distance. In this canon, eeologistx hare 
found evidence sufficiently Mtisfa<.-t4iiy to iudi* 
cute that the eiitin- Sjdt Lake Vallej' wan oner 
H hiigi* freoh water lake, whose* sui'fac« roae hiRli 
iqion the sid^'n of the mountains, ci'Cn covering 
the highest terrace. 

Five miles up the ciinon, whicli runs eastward, 
there is a bcAUtiriil little vJlev, with table-like 
terraceJt, ;jll to nil fret almve the bed of the creek, 
wliei-ein H little Mormon village is located. The 
situation is a lovely one— tiiv sidus of th« hiUs 
which enclose the vullcv, are 800 lo 1,000 fret 
high, smtjothiy roiLnileill and sloping, covered 
with cninxe bunch gra.s.4 and small bushes.

The road Uirough the 
canon Is a dtigway along the alrmm. and wmo- 
timea built up from it, while the wall mc\fn on 
either side tower tip thoiinanda of feet, Tlia 
water in the river goes rushing madly on over 
hu!g« njcks and Ijouldej*s lying in the bed of the 
stream, as though it would pu.^i t.hntn out of th« 
way.

They 
only await eapital and tlie exttnaion of railroam 
for tholr developmenL The Kmnin mine, which 
ha<) flltcd the public prints, is thmight to be one 
of the nch>Ht minm on the Continent, today, by 
thelejiding tni.iiness men of Clah. who ar« fiw 
miliar with the charactariiitics of (he district In 
which it is located. In fact. Utah alone, lian all 
tho reK>urc«a of an tmntrB; and if it wero only 
under a safe, >t«l>le ami )iencrful political local 
ffovemmenl, she would became the richeHt and 
brightest star in the oorvnal of ihi^ nation.

Qarttcrtinff, Irri(jntlon. — The citr was 
ori^nally laid out in Urje ten acre biwks, which 
were, in litnc, subdivided into houne loU, most 
of wbich, having been liberally planted with 



truil lrew«, have since gfOwn with great luxnri- 
nnc4S and the city ac-jus a vast fruit orchard and 
garden. Through all lh« rtrvcts run tlic tittle 
irri^linK siTintiitfi, and every giart of tlie city 
boa ilfl chance, onoe or twiv? a week, to gel a sup- 
ply of j-iire nator to wet Dn* »oil and freehen the 
vu^-tation. 

T\v- city is divided into wartU. Evcij ward 
Uah its master, and he conipvl.t all the tn)ml>- 
itaiitti to turn out and wr:>rk on public improve- 
im-nts. There is no shiikiitg. J^ver>' one has a 
rcdpoiuibility to guard aad vtsuUh his own 

pn>pcrty,_ take 
care of bi« own 
irrigatinz 
ditches, and 
keep hia ward 
in perfect order. 
The city in owe 
of iwu-fect ordttf 
and quietiiet«. 

Through all 
the itrccts of 
the cily there 
is a univerBul 
and luxuriant 
growth of 
shade trees. 
The«) have 
been planted 
ptrifusely, and 
grow with 
aniaiiiig rapid- 
ity. The lo- 
cust, maple and 
box-elder, are 
the greateet fa- 
vorites, tlio for- 
mer, however, 
being most 
planted, lu 
many cases 
tba roots have 
struck the lil- 
kali M>iU. which 
voiilaiu an «x- 
««M ol aoda 
and rotash, and 
tlieir leaves have turned from a brignt or dark 
green to a sickly yellow— and oft<n trees may bo 
notic<-d. half ercvn and hnlf yellow. 

Thi« alkali lias to 1<« Wjudiodoutof the aoUby 
irrigation, and grai]iially grows Icm pMttire year 
by Year. In nrarlr all the gardens arc splendid 
appW, pcani, plunuf and upriooto, powing wiUi 
vxvceding llirift, and covered with the immt 
bfantiful hluAhing colors. Apricots which in 
the EaAl are almost unknown, here have l>p(.'n so 
abundant as oft^n to sell as low oa tL(N> ptir 
bushel, and we have s«ea tliera as lai^ a« vaaX- 
arn peaches, from four to six aud eight inolx^A 
round. 
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Flowers are verv abundant, and vegetables are 
wonderfully prolific. lu the gardens of William 
Jennings, may be seen growing out doore on 
trellises, grapes, the Black Hainbtii'gli, Golden 
Chasnelas and Mission grape, varieties which are 
only grown in a hothouse in the EiiHt. Through 
all the gai-deiis can be seen an abundance of 
raspberries, gooseberries and currants. In Mr. 
.lennings's gai-deu, in summer, may ba seen a 
pretty flower garden, 15(1 feet in diameter, — 
within the center of which is a piece of velvety 
lawn — the finest and most jierfect ever seen — 
while from it, southward, can be caught a spe- 
cially glorious view of the Twin I'eaks of the 
'Waiisatch Mountains, capped with unvarying

future of Sfitf Lfihe Citf/. — The future of 
Salt Lake depends ui>on two things — the mines 
and the 'railroads. If the mines are devetojied 
and capital in tluis increased, it will have a ten- 
drticy to cansii an immense amount of Imilding 
in the city, and a correspond ijig advance in real 
estatt". It is claimed that ihc city now lias a 
population of :ji).lK)() souls, but we 'think thl.lHN) 
a closer estimate. ]Many parties owning and 
operating mbies make the city their place of 
residence, and some have already invested in 
real ewtate there. We heard the opinion of a 
wealthy capitalist — a gentleman ojM'rating in 
mines — to the etfect that in ten years Siilt Lake 
would nnmbei' "J-jtWiHI pK)ple. but he was a tittle 
enthusiastic. Il' the L'tah Soutliein is extended 
to tlie I'acitic ('oast, it will add iai'gely to the 
wealth, [Kipulation and influence of the '* City of 
the Saints." The silent influence of the Gen- 
tiles and the moral power of tlie Xatiou has 
already had an e fleet upon the Mormons of the 
city, which will soon be felt throughout the Ter- 
ritory. The discovery and development of the 
mines wilt largely incrciise the (leiitile jxipnla- 
tion throughout tin- Territory, and their influ- 
ence will then lii! each year more [>owerfully felt, 
and we question if Mornionism will be strong 
enough to withstand them. 

SfsivHfHt Iters — The j^ress of Salt Lake is 
exceedingly peculiar, 'i'he Diuhf Neirx is the 
recc^ized church organ; ihe Dnih/ Hfmlil is 
more lively. It i.s the organ of the Ho-ealle<l pro- 
gresaive Alorinons. The Dai y Tnliune is a 
stinging, lively journal — the leading organ of 
the opposition to the priesthood and the the- 
oci-ac^. The Mail is an evening (laper un<ler 
Gentile influences, but not as bold or bi'ltigerent 
as the Tribune. The ('ifi!i Wrf.hlfi Miwr is a 
paper devoted to the development of the mineral 
resources of the Territory. There is another lit- 
tle e^'ening jwiper called the Time", undt^r church 
influences. Fortunes have been exiH-nded Tijxm 
newspaper enterjirises in Salt lja.ke, but witli tlie 
exception of the three papers first mentioned, 
none have succeeded. The ground is now, how- 
ever, fuUy occupied, and further efforts should 



be directed toward improving those already 
established, rather than in new and costly ex- 
periments. 

The Uttih fknifhern IinUrOftfl.~Th\a 

road is really a continuation of tlie l'tah Cen- 
tral. It was begunon the 1st day of May, 1S71, 
and completed to bandy that same year. In 
j 167'2 it was extended to Ijchi, about thirty wiles 
I from Salt Lake City.

In th'* upriiiu ai 1873, Hie Ixxly of 
n d<*Ad man wa* found ni>Ar it, with a bnllt^t hole 
through his skull. Tlit> d<>compoi*lUon of thn 
body had advanced so far that it wa.s past 
rMOfiiftion, and the •^ui.-stions as to who he was, 
nnd now hn cnnir'. to !ii> killed, were not likely to 
IteKolvod.

Voii ran presu 
ymir fingers through tli(?«e mljoa nt [ileaAnre — 
the threads of the " warp " being from one to 
three inches apait. Tliw warti is made from tho 
»inews of anitnalM, from the liark <>f wlllnwim or 
from tJie wild hemp which the Indiaiiit gather 
for this purpone. It la very stout and very du- 
rable, and ia not perceptible as >x>u cAsually ex-

Th« river rises in the Sierra Xevadlw 
nnd flows in a general iiVKtiTly direction, till Iti 
w&t<'r« arx swallowed up by' the saoda of tiifl 
dc-serL. or lost throng the same process men- 
tioned elsewhere. Therp are aUo nnmprous 
streams rising in tho monnlainn, nssuniing large 

tropoitions by thu time they r<Hfh lb* valleys, 
nt Uie aoTidsof the deseil soou drink them diy, 
and they am "lost to sight." 

North of th« Central f'ncifie, about SO miif* 
from Wftdsworib, nre the sinks of Pvramid 
Lake, Wimiemucca Lake and Mud Lake, the 
latttrr b-riiig a cotisiderable distance north of 
I'j'ramid Lake. Ihese bodies of water al times 
miite Jarfte, are called fresh watw takes, though 
tfify am brju^kish and aliound in (ixh, Norih-

a largo strenni iit-ar its source in the mountains 
of Idaho; but it becomes Itut in the drseTl.011 its 
way, apparently, fo Wiuncniiiecn Lnk•^ The*n 
lakeji and thn dcsprt are Die mighty sinks which 
drink np tlio water that is not eMiporaled. but 
sometimes evaporation gets the beet of tlien. 
North.wert of Mud Lake, over in California, is 
Honey Lake^ ann-ther mnnrknble body of water. 
It ia soinetinie* drv no that leains can be driven 
across its bed, and then again it is on iJie ram- 
page. Its waters resemble eoap«U(ls, And are 
admirably nd.ip|j-d fur washing purjicuu's. When 
lashed by the winds, ir^ wat^-n neeome n rolling 
mass of foam, and ofTord a magTiiScent apecta- 
cle to Ihe beholder. If it ordy had permanent 
water of the character nllnd<'d t<\ it would b« aa 
excellent. Inrntion for n hugt^ huindty.

— At Tnhjie City there la a trout catab- 
llahment of much interest; and another, on a 
larger aeale, on tlie Hver half way to Trui*ke«9 
Station. The water is admitt«il to aM'rMiinf 
poiid«, each pond being i{ipro|>riat«d to trout of 
adilTitn-nliiixit. The egga are taken during April. 
May and .Inua, when Uie fUh ascend the nver 
and the creeks, to spawn. The egcs ar« stri[^i^«d 
from tlie female and impr*^alM by stripping 
tlie male Rah into the aamM VKMtd in which the 
Mjgeareeontalnitl, and tlien placed on inclined 
snetrea or tablea where about half an inch of 
water rum genily. bnt steadily over them. The 
temperatun? of llie water affectn the time of hatch- 
ing, and thedeairo is U* liai-e tlie water a* cold aa 
noSKiblo at the expniiHe of time to produce the 
hardier fltih. One tiout contains about 7/JUO 
spawn. Twenty-five cents is charged (or adniiv 
sion to the iisbory. and the |>rivlie|(i- of flsliing in 
the ponds gnuitiAl (or twenty-ftve or fifty cents a 
flail. Recording lo tJie iiize. 

The fi«hiiig in the lake is done hy trolling. 
Spoon-htx)ks are Homctimes used, but early in the 
season it is neceaaary to liavc wine altiuiDftdiv 
vice bo attract altetitlon lieaidea a minnow on 
lliK hook. Ilie fltherieshava been quite euocna- 
(ul in hatching Hah. but not ptofitable. At first 
nearly all dieu; now nearly all are raised. The 
vonng fl^ ara nouriidii^ for iiet-eral da,v» after 
birib by a portion of the egg from which lhey 
am linlchcd n-ntnining attatSed to them till it b 
abMorlwd. and then are fed on maslted fish, the 
^xilks of eggs and liver, ntid the larim Untit an 
\rA on suckers and whiti- (i»b caught In the lak<« 
with sritioe. OI counue no trout are caught in 
iicin«K, for this ia contrail' to law. 

After they have grown to weigh aeveral pounds, 
they will increase at the rate of a poand a year. 
The nuantity caught in a year can not lie csti- 
inat<^. Manv artt never sent to market, and 
they are canglit in lioth the lake and the rifw 
as weH as in IJonner Lnke. 

From the Tnickee Kiver aJone, 170,000 poandi 
were caught hist ciuon, lialf of wbicli were skip- 
]*d In Virginia CHy. 

In l)ii> lake there are at least four kinds, two 
of which are most rommonty known. Theaeaxv 
the silver trout and the lilark trouL The ailver 
trout are moirt liij^lily ejiteeni«<l. arc alwaya taken 
in deep water, and' attain a siie of thirty-two 
pound*. The «il»er trout of Uonnrr Lakairrow 
(mm eight la ten pounds, and thoMtt in tlie river 
ara not so large. The black trout rvn up ike 
creeks sooner in tlw «t»ring tliau the sJlrer. but 
tli« hitter onn juuis over greater obetaclea than 
the former. 

The white fish fonnd in the lake are quite «fr 
like those of ihe Great North American liikee.

It rivaohrtu, in Califomi*. a diameter 
of 13, and height of •2i>ii fi^a; itWit th« Inki*-, a 
diameter of ID (e'^t, The lisavex arc of a dark 
green color, but the cones are enormoua— «Mi)e- 
tiin«y» IS inch<w long. The wood is line in^ined 
and iM>Iid, *oft and clear. 

The yellow pine ia not quite ao larga, seldom 
axceeding 10 k-el in diam'itvr. nnd ha« Iwrk fur- 
row*>d into |>lat«-tike Bectioius "ix or eight inches 
vtdo, and irrtm I'J to ^'0 indies l'.>ng' 

The "bull" [linr i« a favorite with Ihe wood- 
peolMrfor ttorinj^hU ncornm not in the hollow 
Iraea. but by driUmg bolen in the hark, nnd lit- 
tiitg AO A«orn into eaoh. Old woudinen my the 
hird ncviT niak«a a misfit, and 4e!ect«. the first 
tiine, a nnt which will exnctly fill th^ holit be 
haa drilled. In Ui-^ vall^vinf C'ulifoniia, iiuaTly 
all largfe tree^ are utili»d in Ihia way. 



There are (wo kind* of fir, th« white and the 
red. I'bu latter called ako tho 1>ou^Ibm fir. is a 
good vtrong timt>cr: the former u the Iciut 
ewteeiut^ i ii the utai ket. 

Ulher pine» of the !>ierra« are intereetin^, but 
notice of all must ho omitt^id oxcftpt the ^tt( or 
"Dimer" pine, lo 6»il«d from a ewcct or oily 
seed forming a etaple aKicte of fond for tho 
Indiana, but it does not grow in Die high 
bierrae. Jt ia dwarfiali and wrag^, without 
one main trunk, but dividing up tntoMveral. 
It is faid titat thiK i« bo liable to "di-aw " whilo 
B«u»oniiig, that mineta who Mere compelled to 
use it £>r building their cabiiia, wer« not aur* 
pri*i-d to see tbcni turn ov«t two or tjir«« tinaes 
III thu courHi> of till! >iinimer.

It litoks as if the 
summit was close at band, but it ia nearly nine 
miles away. The open e^nnlry is an indication 
of it« npproach, but ntimcrou* aptir* of trouble- 
itame rock mu«t yet be piorced with lunnelo ; and 
theM too liavc all been tlmbcre<l Tith tha ocdae* 
of On^n. 

Tunnels 13 and H are almost continnaua, and 
14 only far enough diataut to open your guide- 
book, and so you rontinuoto »U«rn*lo in light 
and (iarknew, on the solid rock nnd deep raTincs. 
The creuk below is gradually ajMtrtuiching. It is 
crossed and reerosaed, once on a high trtnllo. In 
the tunuels nnd roeks and ravine* we still hare a 
oountrj- as rugge<L a« any railroad buildcn need 
rare lo fsce. 

At Kngth the tnnneU tut all {naased and the 
cafton begins to widen, nhowiiig Uie near ap- 
proach of the summit. The ruatfi!! no longer m 
Tehachapi Caflon, but in Tvluieliapi Valley.

Tehach*!^ SumtHif, 8S0.9 in!le«, is rrtcb- 
cd. but the highest point, or fAr «uiiuni(, is about 
two milca beyond, or south. Thia "tatiuii ii tbo 
iiearei't one to llic summit. Abo*it two luilea to 
tho right i^ tbdoldl^jnaof Tuhaclmpi, witbalMot 
twenty houitcv. it is on the old stiige-rond, bat 
the new town will eventually outrival it. 

On the broiid lop of the range and down the 
sides vheep find nutritious |>aatorc. AIhiuI five 
uiilea awuy is a murble '(luarry, and on thia ridfce 
there is al^o a little plaoir-uiining. 

The summit apjiears like a broad plain. Tke 
l)iglR-»t elevation i^ 403C feet. On the broad |di- 
teau and on the right of the roa<I there is n small 
lake, und it would not be worth luvntiooing If A 
was not suit, Dicgingdown afew iucfaesaroiiad 
il« shores reaches rork sail. 

The water has never been known to fk>w out of 
this lake und off thoMimniit. White I<ock Creek, 
LTroueously laid down on some mu]n ns flowing 
out on the plainH near Mojave, empties wlicn 
flowing ot all into thi.i lake. 

Prom the little "divide," croascd ju^t south 
of the lake, the road descends towar<l i'luiteroii't 
Oaton, and follows ihifi out of the mountain.

The Mi in a fixture of every temple, and also 
tho drum, ibe fonncr curious witli drngoii orna- 
mentations, and the latter with Hivut raw-hidc 
and huge copper rivets. Their punxne in ensily 
gucaneo. for siNiietiinirh these gods are ** asrleep. * 
or "on a journey." I'beie is also a box plawd 
on a hiKh Aland, and carefully closed, containing 
tho great seat, and whidi ought tu be a better 
pomesaion, tluni Alladiu'n lamp.

A'lmn Tai ia the deilv of the Clay Btreet and 
the ccnti-al Hj^ura in tno I>u{iont Street <)o«li 
Holier. He is n grrjil farorito. " Chiiinman h« 
tikcc him heap luuclicc, «ud he likct: Chiuauuui 
too." 

Small iiiiaKce of him are sometimes sctn in 
etorcs and dwellings. He ia the AIar» of lh« 
Flowerj- Kingdom a "Military Sate," nnd ja 
■worshiped for rtieetn in roniflt of allitoet «v*tj 
character, and growK in favor from year to year, 
lie w«9 n distingn tithed oflieer who flotiriKh- 
ed in the later Han dynasty, and nan promi-

HeaveiiN, able to prevent conflflgmtions, and 
eating vegetable* Only.

Is the Gfliltft nf Jlerei/ held ill great retiera- 
tioii by married wx>meii. She m especially 
wor»li)i«ed on the fiT«t nnd fifteenth of ewwy 
■n»iith. 'I'be god of the Southern Mouiitaiu, or 
local god of Canton, ht much worshiped. 

In the iimny godo, (here is a grmt variety, aitd 
aonie conftwion; but the Chinnmen lltink th<-y 
have greAt advantage over onr religion. 'I'hey 
hat« Qodx in the t<^mple. and godn nt iKHne, and 
nii« of the heathen i-etnarkM to an American who 
revll<il hi* polj-ih''i«ni :

Patfux BtUte, — In ascending Mt. Black- 
niore, the Haydeii Party [Huuted through a lovely 
little paik about a quarter of a mile iu length, 
aud aiiuDstoval in shape, boi-dered on all Hidea 
by a line of grand old lrei», whoite syiumeti-y 
would have gracad the Suest artificial [lark in 
the world. Back of these trees, ou the east, rut- 
iug to the height of over 3M0 feet above us, 
Stood an almost blank wall of volcanic rock, the 
prevailing tint of which was a somber blac^ re- 
lieved here and there with strealu of red and 
green, as though it had been painted. This wall 
was surmounted by dome and Bjiire-like pointe of 
rock, in whose crevices lay deep bauks of snow. 
Un the western side of the park, across the creek, 
was a second wall similar in character to the 
firsL The effects of the weather had given curi- 
ous architectural resemblances. It did not re- 
quire a very vivid imagination to trace castles 
and fortress walls on the face of the wall. At 
the head of the park stands a monuuifnt-like 

file of rocks, to which we gave the name of 
'alace Butte, and the park we call Palace Park. 
The butte rises in an almost dome-shaped mass 
from a blank wall, on whose sides we can distin- 
guish uarrow, silver-like lines, reaching from the 
ton down, until they are hiddeu behind the trees. 
These, we afterward discovered, are waterfalls 
fed by the snows above. Without any visible 
means of support, they seem to cliug to the rock 
for protection. The scene as we came into the 
park was so strikingly grand, that we could not 
restrain our exclamations, and it was some time 
before we became composed enough to arrange 
our camp 

Shoshone I^tke Oeyiiem. — la beauty the 
springs of the Shoshone Basin, are probably un- 
surpassed although the geysers are less active 
than those of the Fire Hole. 

They a.re at the extreme western end of the 
western arm of the take, on Shoshone Cre^ up 
which they extend for about half a mile on both 
sides. 

The most important gejser is the " Union 
Geyser," so called because it combines the vari- 
ous forms of geyseric action. It has three 
vents, each of which has built up a small cone. 
Its eruptions are irregular, the height being from 
7U to Q2 feet. Its location is ou the east side of 
the crejk, opposite Quick Run. One hundred 
yard:) up the stream on the same side, at the 
point of a hill, are the " Minute Man " and the 
" Shield Geyser." The forrnei has a beautifully 
beaded crater four feet higl„ and its Jets reach 
au altitude of from 30 to 40 feet. The shield 
has an ornamented mound with a sliield-Hhaped 
opening. Between these geysers is the " Rosette 
Spring " in whose shallow waters are thin leaved 
rosotte-sliaped ma.<<ses. A rocky knoll intervenes 
between this and the " Bulging Spring." From 
the Utter, large bubbles of steam escape with a 
sound like that of liquid pouring from the bung 



of an overturned barrel. Forty feet beyond, is 
the " Soap Kettle " in which dirty colored water 
is boiling, covered with foam, looking like dirty 
soapsudii. Still failfaer on ai-e the "Black Sul- 
phur tjeyser," "The Twins," "The Little 
uiant," "The Iron Conch," " The Coral P'wl," 
and a host of smaller springs, the description of 
which woukl be but a repetition of those already 
given. 

Hot springs are found also on l^wis I^ke 
and Heart Lake, south-east of Shoshone Lake, 
and also doubtless iu many localities yet un- 
discovered. 

From the rreion just described, we can retrace 
our stem to the Lower Fire Hole Geyser Basin 
from whence we can either follow down the 
Madison on the Virginia City Route, or return 
to Bozeman ; or, we can follow the Snake River 
passing Jackson's I^ke, and the grand scenery 
of the Tetou Mountains, and take the trail to 
Fort Hall, or crossing through Teton Pass, 
go to the same place via Fierres Biver and 
Snake Kiver.

Great Soda Mountain and Jtiptter*it 
Bath in the Yellowgtone Hegion. — Thin 
natural curiosity in thus deacribed by an artist 
who accompanied the Yellowstone Exploring Ex- 
pedition of Doaiie and Washburn. It is one of 
the moyt wonderful inatitutioiis the world caii 
afford : 

'' On the second day out from Boteler's Ranche 
—thirty-three miles — we diverge from the rocky 
trail on the Yellowstone, and after passing a 
short way up a creek called ' Gai-diner's River,' 
we were led by an old mountaineer up quite a 
steep mountain. 

"Near its summit an immense boiling spring 
spouts out, by a immber of mouths and pool^ 
tiie water of whicii, as it flows, precipitates its 
soda, sulphur and carbonate of lime into a suc- 
cession of beautiful terraces and natural bath- 
tubs, and like the coral insect, builds perpetually 
upon itself, until we have before us a hill of 
snowy soda and carl)onate of lime, which is from 
•11)0 to 500 feet in height, and covers at lea.st !» 
acres. Tlie water is of a deep cerulean blue, 
and the temperature averagejt 160 de^rrees. llie 
process of precipitation is very rapid, and on« 
can fairly sec it deposited in beautiful strands, 
crystals and geodes. The elevation is a little 
more than 0,000 feet above the sea. No more 
beautiful contrunt in tlie world of light and color 
can be found for the artist, than in this spot 
which is surrounded by dark, rugged mountains, 
and shaden of yellow, whit^, aml>er, pink and 
russet on the spring-hill itself."

CALIFORNIA PACIFIC RAILROAD. 

Next, perhaps, in accnio interest are the Oejsen and Petrlfled Forest. These may be taken 
in the same trip by the California Pacific Railroad to Calistoga, 73 miles, and stage, 25 miles. In 
the Napa Valley is situated the much used Kapa Natural Soda Spring. Near Saint Helena are very 
charming summer hotels and Sulphur Springs. At Calistoga, the famous hot and cold sulphur 
springs, "soup spring" and other curiosities. Both routes to Uie Geysers abound in extensive vine- 
yards. At Vallc]o are the government naval stations and dock-yard. 

SOUTHERN PACIFIC RAILROAD. 

The other great overland line irom the Pacific to the Atlantic, now nearing completion, 
approaches San Francisco without crossing the hay. It is destined to be one of the great highways 
of the Continent, and is already the longest continuous stretch of main line railroad, under the same 
oontrol, in the United States, and perhajis in the world. The suutbern portions are temporarily 
worked nnder lease to the Central Pacific.

.Vonterey Sea*Slde Besort and Sanltarlnm — The watering places of the Pacifio Coast are 
sitoatod at some distance south of the great central harbor, where a more equable climate and less 
tmng atmosphere prevail. The chief of these, combining, so to speak, the Long Branch and Cape 
May of the west coast, since the now importance has beta given to the ancient capital, is Monterey. 
A branch road has rec^'ntly been reconstructed so as to provide direct transit to and from Monterey, 
and admit to its many attractions of sea-bathiag, drives, parks, groves and congenial climate visitors 
and the population of the rest of Catlfomia. An express train leaves the city in the afternoon (re- 
turning in the morning) making tho trip in about three hours. Parlor cars attached to this train. 
Fare, t3. Excursion, $5. 

Besides the new " Hotel Drl Monte," a wonder in its way, situated in a superb grove of live 
oaks, and surrounded by omamentcil grounds, there are other attractions. A magnificent Beach Drive 
from Point Pinos to Cypress Point ; RocdB, swarming with mammoth seals, groves of stupendous 
redwoods and a unique specimen survival of cj-pross, being among them. Cottages arc projected for 
families, and a race-course for lovers of horso Hesh. The conveniences and appliances for comfort 
of the most approved and "modem" description, ore now found side by side with historic relics of 
the Spanish and Mexican occupation. 

San Jo«e, SO miles south of San Francisco, is a beautiful inland town of S0,000 inhabitants, 
favored in its sheltered position and climate, with several fine public buildings ; and is especially 
noticeable for tho luxnriance and taste of its private grounds and gardens, those of Gen. Naglee Ink- 
ing justly renowned. 

Along the line of the Southern Padfio arc several suburbs, MUlbrae, Belmont, Menio Park and 
Santa Clara, distinguished for the elegance, splendor and amplitude of their private residences and 
grounds, some of wliich have no rivals in America.
